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PREFACK 



As the Law relating to Pauper Lunatics and Pauper 
Lunatic Asylums is contained in four Acts of Parliament, 
it has been thought that an attempt to reduce these to 
order would be acceptable, not only to the Profession, 
but also to those engaged in carrying into effect their 
provisions. 

It has been thought unnecessary to burden this Work 
with copies of the Acts. Such portions of this Treatise 
as are between inverted commas, may be relied upon as 
being literally in the words of the Acts. 

The officers of the different Asylums ought to be 
particularly careful to fulfil their duties, or they will be 
subjected to many and grievous penalties; it is perhaps, 
difficult to understand upon what principle the pro- 
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visions with regard to penalties have been framed^ th^ 
officers are removable at pleasure by the justices, and 
it would seem to be much better to remove than to fine 
a negligent servant 

It will be understood, that when a reference to a 
section only is given, it means a section of the 8 & 9 
Vict c 126.

CHAPTER I.

Sect. 1. — Introduction. 

The law of Pauper Lunacy and Pauper Lunatic 
Asylums, excepting some few provisions, is now to 
be found in three Acts of Parliament, — the 8 & 9 
Vict. c. 126, passed 8th of August, 1845 ; 9 & 10 
Vict. c. 84, passed 26th of August, 1846; and 
10 & 11 Vict. c. 43, passed the 25th of June, 1847. 
These three acts to be read and construed as one act. 

It is to be observed, that in these three several 
acts, as also in the following treatise, certain words 
and expressions following are to have the several 
meanings in the act ai<signed to them, unless there 
shall be something in the subject or context repug- 
nant to such constrnction ; *' (that is to say), 

"Borough" shall mean every borough, town, and 
city corporate having a quarter sessions, recorder, 
and clerk of the peace : 

" County " shall mean every county, riding, and 
division of a county, county of a city, county of a 
town, and shall include every city, town, parish,

place, or district by this act annexed to a county* for 
the purposes hereof: 

'^ Lunatic" shall mean every insane person, and 
every person being an idiot or lunatic, or of unsound 
mind: 

''Pauper" shall mean every person maintained 
wholly or in part by or chargeable to any parish, 
union, county, or borough, or sent to any asylum, 
licensed house, or registered hospital, by any justice 
or officiating clergyman and overseer or relieving 
officer : 

'' Justice*' shall mean justice of the peace : 

"Overseer'* shall mean overseer of the poor of 
any parish, or any person acting as such : 

" Relieving officer" and " clerk of the guardians" 
shall respectively mean such relieving officer and 
clerk of the guardians, and any persons acting as 
such respectively : 

" Parish" shall mean any parish, township, vill, 
tithing, extra-parochial place, or place maintaining 
its own poor : 

"Borough rate" shall mean a borough fund or 
rate, and apy funds assessed upon, or raised in, or 
belonging to any borough in the nature of borough 
rates, and applicable to the purposes to which 
borough rates are applicable : 

" County rate" shall mean a county rate, and any 
funds assessed upon, or raised in, or belonging to 
any county in the nature of county rates, and appli- 
cable to the purposes to which county rates are 
applicable : 

" Clerk of the peace" shall mean every clerk of 
the peace, and every person acting as such, or any 
deputy duly appointed : 

"Medical officer" shall mean every physician, 
surgeon, and apothecary who shall in his medical 
capacity superintend or visit any asylum : 

" Treasurer of the borough" shall mean every 
officer who has the custody of any monies raised by 
a borough rate : 

"Treasurer of the county" shall mean every 
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officer who has the custody of any county rate, or of 
any rate of any city, town, parish, place or district 
by this act annexed to a county for the purposes 
hereof: 

" Asylum" shall mean any asylum, house, work- 
house, building, or place already erected or pro- 
vided under the provisions of an act passed in the 
forty-eighth year of the reign of his late Majesty 
King George the Third, intituled " An Act for the 
better Care and Maintenance of Lunatics, being 
Paupers or Criminals, in ^England, or under the 
Provisions of the said Act hereby repealed, or sub- 
ject to the Provisions of the said Acts or either of 
them, or to be erected or provided under the Pro- 
visions of this Act : " 

^' Oath" shall include affirmation or other decla- 
ration or solemnity lawfully substituted for an oath 
in the case of quakers or other persons exempted by 
law from the necessity of taking an oath : 

And words and expressions importing the singular 
number shall include the plural number, and words 
importing the plural number shall include the sin- 
gular number, and words importing the masculine 
gender shall include females." 

All the powers and authorities, of what nature or 
kind soever, contained in the 8 & 9 Vict. c. 126, or 
9 & 10 Vict. c. 84, extend to every matter and thing 
to be done under or by virtue of 10 & 1 1 Vict. c. 43, 
except as expressly altered thereby (a)» 

" All agreements, acts, and proceedings entered 
into, done, or had before the passing of" 10 & 11 
Vict. c. 43, " and notwithstanding any error or 
omission whatsoever, shall be, and the same are" by 
the last-mentioned act ^' declared to be valid, bind- 
ing, and effectual to all intents and purposes what- 
soever, and in all respects as if the provisions of the" 
act of 8 & 9 Vict. c. 126, " had been strictly com- 
plied with."

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Operation of Act 

The present acts extend to England and Wales, 
but not to the Royal Hospital of Bethlehem, or 
any building erected or adjacent thereto, or used 
therewith. 
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Sect. 2. — Repealed Act. 

The 9 Geo. 4, c. 40, is now repealed, except so 
far as it repeals any previous act or acts, and except 
as to any matters committed or done, or contracted 
to be committed or done, before the passing of the 
8 & 9 Vict. c. 126, which are to be as if the said act 
had not passed (a). 

All asylums which have been commenced under 
the said repealed act shall be completed under the 
said repealed act, or the act of 8 & 9 Vict. c. 126, 
and all asylums which have been or shall be erected, 
completed, or established under the said repealed 
act, or any act thereby repealed, are from the 8th of 
August, 1845, to be regulated under and be subject 
to the provisions and directions of the act of 
8 & 9 Vict. c. 126. 

The 9 & 10 Vict. c. 84, s. 8, enacts, that all the 
powers and remedies given by the said act of 
8 & 9 Vict. c. 126, and the provisions therein con- 
tained for recovering money ordered by justices of 
the peace under the provisions of the same act, to 
be paid by the overseers of any parish, shall extend 
to the recovery of any money which may have been 
ordered by any justices of the peace under the pro- 
visions of 9 Geo. 4, c. 40, to be paid by the over- 
seers of any parish, and which at the time of the 
passing of the act of 9 & 10 Vict. c. 84, might be 
due, or might thereafter become due by virtue of any 
such order.

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August, 1845, are by the 2nd section of the 8 & 
9 Vict. c. 126, required either to " erect or pro- 
vide an asylum for the pauper lunatics of such 
county or borough alone," or to " unite with some 
county or borough (whether such last named county 
or borough shall or shall not have a lunatic asylum), 
or with the subscribers to some lunatic asylum there- 
tofore established by voluntary subscription, in erect- 
ing or providing an asylum for the pauper lunatics 
of such county or borough." 

Doubts having been entertained whether the 
above mentioned provisions extend to the case of 
more than two counties or boroughs uniting with 
each other, or with each other and with the sub- 
scribers to a lunatic asylum for the purpose aforesaid ; 
and it being thought expedient that the provisions 
of the said act should be extended to the case of 
counties or boroughs uniting for the purpose afore- 
said with the subscribers to a lunatic asylum, although 
the same might not have been actually established 
before the passing of the said act : 

It is enacted by the 10 & 11 Vict. c. 43, s. 1, 
that the said act " shall be deemed and taken 
to have authorized and empowered, and to autho- 
rize and empower the justices of any county or 
borough to unite for the purposes of the said act, as 
follows (that is to say), any one or more county or 
counties may be united either alone or with any one 
or more borough or boroughs, and any one or more 
borough or boroughs may be united either alone or 
with any one or more county or counties, and any 
one or more county or counties, and one or more 
borough or boroughs, whether united or not, may 
unite with the subscribers to any lunatic asylum 
established or in course of erection, or afterwards to 
be established by voluntary subscriptions, in erecting 
or providing an asylum for the pauper lunatics of all 
or any of such counties or boroughs, whether such 
union shall have taken place, or shall take place at 
one and the same time, or at different times." 
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Certain boroughs not having a lunatic asylum on sxceptions. 
the 8 th of August, 1845, are exempted (a) from the 
necessity of providing one (that is to say), any 
borough in which there were not then six justices, 
besides a recorder; any borough situate within a 
county, having an asylum for pauper lunatics, and 
which under any act then contributed to such asylum. 

If within three years from 8th August, 1845, the ^^^^JS^ 
justices of any such county or borough not then may require 
having a pauper lunatic asylum, shall not ^' have ^^^. 
erected or provided, or united in, or commenced 
erecting or providing an asylum for the pauper 
lunatics thereof as aforesaid," one of her Majesty's 
principal Secretaries of State *'may require the 
justices of such county or borough to erect or 
provide, or uuite in erecting or providing such an 
asylum for the purpose aforesaid as" he may '^ think 
fit, and such justices shall thereupon erect or provide, 
or unite in erecting or providing such an asylum 
accordingly" (b). 

The justices of every such county, and the re- Notice of 
corder of every such borough were required, on or l^i^t ° ^ 
before the general or quarter sessions for each committee, 
county or borough next after the 20th December, 
1846, to direct public notice to be given by the 
clerk of the peace of such county or borough, and 
such clerks of the peace were respectively required 
within ten days thereafter to give notice in some 
newspaper or newspapers commonly circulated in 
such county or borough, of the intention of the 
justices of the county, at the then next succeeding 
general or quarter sessious, and of the intention of 
the justices of the borough, ^t a special meeting 
to be fixed in such notice, within three months 
from the date thereof, to appoint ^^ a committee of 
justices either to superintend the erecting or pro-

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viding of an asylum for the pauper lunatics of such 
county or borough alone, or to treat and enter 
into an agreement with the justices of some other 
county or counties, borough or boroughs, or with 
the subscribers to some lunatic asylum theretofore 
established (a) by voluntary subscription, for the 
erecting or providing an asylum for the pauper 
lunatics of such county or borough" (b). 

The 4th section of the 8 & 9 Vict. c. 126, enacted 
that the justices of such county, at quarter sessions, 
and the justices of such borough, at such special 
meeting so to be respectively fixed by such notices, 
should " elect some justices to be a committee, 
either to superintend the erecting or providing of 
an asylum for the pauper lunatics of such county or 
borough alone, or to treat and enter into an agree- 
ment with the committee or committees of justices of 
any other county or counties, borough or boroughs, 
or with the subscribers to any lunatic asylum there- 
tofore (a) lestablished by voluntary subscription, for 
the erecting or providing of an asylum for the pauper 
lunatics of such county or borough." 

Such committee for erecting or providing an 
asylum for the sole use of any one such county 
or borough is not to consist of less than seven 
justices. 

The committee of justices to be so appointed to 
treat with any other committee or committees, or 
subscribers, for erecting or providing an asylum as 
beforementioned, to consist of not more thaxi ^teen^ 
nor of less than three justices. 

The objects of the act of 8 & 9 Vict. c. 126, as to 
the appointment of a committee of justices to super- 
intend, or to treat and enter into an agreement for

viding an asylum, or for the purpose only of treating 
and entering into an agreement for erecting or pro- 
viding an asylum,, or for effecting the one or the 
other of the said purposes as to the said committee 
may seem best, such committee shall be deemed to Particular 
have been legally appointed under the said act, and tobedeemed 
duly empowered to carry into effect the purposes for ^ ^^4^^ 
which it has been, or may be so appointed." 

The same section then goes on to enact, " that Appoint- 
in any case in which the occasion for the appoint- Simmittee 
ment of a committee for any of the purposes afore- Jfo^JSeh^g 
said now exists, or shall hereafter arise, public notice given.

The same section then goes on to enact, "that 
notice at any subsequent (t. e. not being next after 
the making of the act, or next after the occasion shall 
have arisen) general quarter session of the peace for 
such county or borough (a), of the intention to appoint 
any such committee, and the appointment of a com- 
mittee in pursuance thereof shall be valid." 

It therefore seems by the operation of the two 
statutes or rather of the two as one, that the justices 
at the general quarter sessions of the peace for such 
county or borough (a) may, on due notice being 
given, as occasion requires, appoint a committee for 
any of the purposes aforesaid, to wit, for superin- 
tending the erecting, or providing an asylum, or for 
treating and entering into an agreement for the 
erecting or providing an asylum, or for effecting the 
one or other of the said purposes as to the said 
committee may seem best. 

The number of the members of the committee 
will be as provided by the first act, not less than 
seven for erecting or providing an asylum; not 
more than fifteen^ nor less than threey on a com- 
mittee to treat with any other committees for erect- 
ing or providing (5). 

Any committee that hath been or shall hereafter 
be appointed for one of the aforesaid purposes only, 
may have their powers enlarged by the justices at 
any general quarter session of the peace after the 
like public notice as is required in the case of the 
first appointment of the committee, " so as to au-

^* In the erecting and providing of every asylum 
hereafter to be erected or provided for the recep- 
tion of pauper lunatics, and also in enlarging the 
same, or any asylum already erected, regard shall 
be had to the number of lunatics to be provided for 
therein who shall be or be deemed curable or 
dangerous ; and in order to prevent such lunatics 
being excluded from admission into such asylum by 
reason of the admission or accumulation therein of 
chronic or incurable lunatics, some separate or ad- 
ditional building shall be provided for chronic or

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incarable lunatics, whenever by reason of the in- 
crease in numbers of lunatics the asylum shall be 
insufficient for the accommodation of all lunatics en- 
titled to be received therein ; and in order to secure 
the immediate admission into every such asylum of 
all lunatics deemed curable or dangerous, a suffi- 
cient number of such chronic or incurable lunatics 
shall, from time to time, be transferred from such 
asylum to such separate or additional building to 
be provided as aforesaid" (a).

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CHAPTER III. 

Sect. 1.— Committee fob Erecting or Pro- 
viding Asylums. 
2. — Committee for Uniting Asylums. 



Sect. 1. — Committee for Erecting or Providing 
Asylums, 

Ist. Committee for superinteDding the erecting 
or providiDg an asylum. — The mode of appointing 
this committee will be found in Chapter II. sect. 2. 
It is by no means clear what the Legislature 
intended this committee to do under the act of 
8 & 9 Vict. c. 126, inasmuch as the committee of 
visitors were to take all the requisite steps for 
building and providing an asylum ; now, however, 
by the 4th section of the 9 & 10 Vict. c. 84, the 
committee appointed, or hereafter to be appointed, 
either for superintending the erecting or providing, 
or for treating and entering into an agreement for 
erecting or providing an asylum, or for effecting the 
one or the other of those purposes, as to such com- 
mittee may seem best, until a committee of visitors 
is appointed, has all the powers as well of contract- 
ing with the proprietors of any house licensed for 
?oiM^ttee*^ the reception of lunatics as otherwise, of a com- 
to act. mittee of visitors appointed under the said act ; save 

only that a committee for the purpose only of 
treating and entering into an agreement as afore- 
said, shall not have power to take measures towards 
erecting or providing an asylum for the sole use of 
the county or borough for which it shall have been

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appointed. The powers of a committee of visitors 
will be found in Chapter IV. 

It would seem that this committee becomes 
inoperative or defunct directly a committee of 
visitors is appointed under the acts. 



Sect. 2. — Committee for Uniting Asylums, 

The provisions as to the appointment of this com- 
mittee will be found in Chapter II. sect. 2. 

^^ The major part of the subscribers to any 
lunatic asylum supported by voluntary subscriptions 
already (a) established, present at any meeting of sub- 
scribers to the same, which shall be called together 
by advertisement in a newspaper commonly circu- 
lated in the place where such asylum is situate, for 
the express purpose of making such election and ap- 
pointment," may " elect and appoint any number of 
subscribers not exceeding Jive^ to form a committee 
to treat and enter into an agreement with the com- 
mittee or committees of justices of any county or 
counties, borough or boroughs, elected or appointed 
as aforesaid, to unite such asylum supported by vo- 
luntary subscriptions with an asylum for such county 
or borough, counties or boroughs, under the provisions 
and for the purposes of" the act of 8 & 9 Vict. c. 126. 

There is a rather incomprehensible proviso 
attached to sect. 4 of 8 & 9 Vict. c. 126, which, 
as it is in favour of subscription asylums, may con- 
veniently be introduced here. It is to the effect 
following : — 

•* Where the subscribers to any asylum established 
by voluntary subscriptions enter into any agreement 
with the justices of any county or borough under this

can unite under this section. The 1st section of 10 & 11 Vict.

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act, nothing in this act contained shall prevent the 
reception into the asylum provided by such sub- 
scribers and such justices under such agreement, or 
the discharge therefrom of so many of any lunatics, 
other than pauper lunatics, as might have been 
received into the asylum so established by voluntary 
subscription if this act had not been passed." 

The effect of the foregoing proviso seems to be, 
that, in the event of such an agreement being en- 
tered into, the subscribers are to have the power to 
bring in and discharge as many patients, other than 
pauper patients, as they might have received into 
their own asylum, but it is supposed that this power 
must be exercised conformably to the agreement 
between the subscribers and the justices. 

When two or more of such committees of 
justices shall agree to unite, either together or 
together and with any committee of such subscribers 
as aforesaid, for the purposes of the act, and where 
any one such committee of justices shall agree to 
unite with any committee of such subscribers for the 
purposes of the act, an agreement shall be entered 
into and signed by the said several committees, or 
the major part of such committees respectively, in 
the form or to the effect hereinafter set forth. 

'^ And such agreement, when signed by the major 
part of each or every such committee (and not before), 
shall be binding upon the county or counties, borough 
or boroughs, and subscribers, for or on behalf of 
which or whom the committees so signing such 
agreement shall have been respectively elected or 
appointed." 

" Every such agreement shall specify the propor- 
tion in which the expenses necessary for carrying into 
execution the powers and purposes of this act shall 
be charged and assessed upon the several counties 
and boroughs and subscribers so uniting, such 
proportions, as regards the several counties and 
boroughs, to be calculated by the said committees 
of justices in proportion to the population of the said 
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several counties and boroughs as stated io the then 
last returns made of the same under the authority of 
Parliament, and, as regards the subscribers, to be 
calculated by the committee of subscribers" (a). 

Every such agreement was also required to 
specify the numbers of every committee of the 
county or counties, borough or boroughs, or sub- 
scribers, so uniting. 

This is, however, rendered unnecessary by the 
10 & 11 Vict. c. 43, s. 8. The agreement may be 
in the form or to the effect following : — 

"Form of Agreement for uniting Counties, Boroughs, 
and Lunatic Asylums maintained by voluntary 
Subscriptions [a* the case may he'\ for the purpose 
of erecting or providing an Asylum \or additional 
Asylum or Accommodation] for the reception of 
Lunatics.

This committee, like the committee to erect, until 
a committee of visitors is appointed, has all the 
powers of such a committee, save that it has not 
power to take measures towards erecting or pro- 
viding a lunatic asylum for the sole use of the 
county or borough for which it shall have been 
appointed (b). 

It may be observed, that although the said com- 
mittees have all the powers of a committee of 
visitors, such powers are not imposed upon them as 
duties. The exercise of such powers, therefore, 
seems to be optional with the said committees. 
Daties On this committee entering into, signing and re- 

porting such an agreement, the justices are, within 
twenty days thereafter, to appoint visitors at a special 
meeting convened for that purpose (c). ^

In every county and borougli for which an viaitonto

quarter sessions for such county, or the justices of 
every borough at a special meeting, may elect a 
justice to be a member of such committee for the 
then remainder of the current year in the place of 
the member who shall have so become incapable, 
resigned, or died ; and in the month of January in 
every year the subscribers to every lunatic asylum 
already erected by voluntary subscription, and which 
shall have been then united or be intended to unite 
with any county or counties, borough or boroughs, 
as aforesaid, under the provisions of any former act," 
or of the 8 & 9 Vict. c. 126, " or the majority of such 
subscribers present at a meeting of which notice 
shall have been given by public advertisement in 
some newspaper circulated within the place in which 
such lunatic asylum shall be situated, shall elect 
some of such subscribers to be a committee on 
behalf of such subscribers, for the purposes of such 
asylum, during the year then next ensuing ; and in 
case of the incapacity, resignation, or death of any 
member of the said committee, a majority of the 
said subscribers present at any meeting called as 
aforesaid, may elect a subscriber to be a member of 
such committee for the then remainder of the 
current year in the place of the member who shall 
have so become incapable, resigned, or died ; and 
in every case in which there shall be, or be intended 
to be an asylum for the sole use of any one county 
or borough, the committee of justices elected for 
such one county or borough as aforesaid shall be the 
committee of justices for the visitation, management, 
providing, and erecting of such asylum, house^ or 
place, and shall be called the ^Committee of 
Visitors ;' and in every case in which any one or 
more county or counties, borough or boroughs, 
shall be united together, or with any subscribers as 
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aforesaid) or together, and also with any subscribers 
as aforesaid, the said committees of such county or 
counties, borough or boroughs, and subscribers, as 
the case may be, shall form and be one committee

" Every question shall be decided by a majority 
of votes, the chairman, whether permanent or tem- 
porary, having a vote, and in the event of an equal- 
ity of votes on any question, the chairman for the 
time being shall have an additional or casting vote."

This committee is also to appoint tt clerk (b) of 
the asylum, who shall not be such medical officer, 
and who may reside in such asylum or not, as the 
committee may think fit; and this committee has 
power to remove such chaplain, medical officer, and 
clerk ; and from time to time to appoint another in 
his or their stead. 

This committee also has power, if they think fit, 
to appoint a visiting physician or surgeon to every 
such asylum. 

And is to appoint one of the officers of the asylum 
to be the superintendent thereof (c). 

It is thought that all the appointments should be 
renewed by each committee at the first meeting 
after its election or re-election, as the case may be.

submit some proposed general rules for the govern-

Such rules, when approved by him, are to be Tobe 
printed, abided by, and observed. 

Every such committee may, with the like appro- 
bation, '^ alter and vary such rules from time to time 
as they shall think necessary, and every such com- 
mittee shall make from time to time such regulations 
and orders as they shall think fit, not inconsistent 
with the general rules for the time being in force 
for the management and conduct of the asylum, 
and in such regulations there shall be set forth the 
number and description of oflScers and servants to 
be kept, the duties to be required, and the salaries 
to be paid to them respectively" (6).

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The commissioners of lunacy, for the purpose of 
assisting this committee in drawing up sets of rules 
applicable to the local circumstances of their respec- 
tive counties, have prepared some proposed general 
rules, a copy whereof will be found in the Appendix, 
and in their report of 1847, they say the main 
objects to be attained in framing rules for the 
government or management of a lunatic asylum 
appeared to them to be as follows : — 

" Ist. To ensure an effective supervision of the 
establishment by requiring the attention of the 
visitors specially to the several duties prescribed by 
the act (8 & 9 Vict. c. 126), and to all matters of 
contract and expenditure relative to the institution, 
and by the appointment of a house (or sub) com- 
mittee for the purpose of making a more frequent 
and minute investigation into the details of manage- 
ment, the bodily and mental condition of the 
patients, the regularity of all journals, of all certifi- 
cates and other documents, and of all accounts. 

'< 2ndly. To require on the part of the resident 
medical officer the performance of various specified 
duties having reference to the medical and moral 
treatment of the patients, and their liberation when 
fit for discharge. 

'^ And, 3rdly, To eflPect a separation of the sexes, 
and a proper classification of the patients ; to ensure 
to them the means and opportunities of exercise, 
employment, and amusement ; to provide them with 
a sufficiency of attendants ; to prevent their suffisr- 
ing from harshness and unnecessary restraint; to 
give facility to the visits of their friends ; and in 
other respects to ensure, as far as may be, their 
health, tranquillity, and general comfort." 

This committee is from time to time to determine 
the diet of the patients. 

And to '' fix a certain weekly sum to be paid for 
each person of the county or borough, and another 
weekly sum for each person not of the county or 
borough erecting the asylum, confined in such 
asylum, of such amount that the same may be 
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sa£Scient to defray the whole expense of the lodging, 
maintenance, and care, medicine, and clothing, and 
other expences requisite for each person, and that 
the total amount of such weekly sums, after defray- 
ing such expences, may also be sufficient to pay the 
.salaries of the officers and attendants," such rate for 
a pauper in no case to exceed 14^. per week (a). 

If the aforesaid rate of 14«. shall be found in- 
sufficient for the purposes aforesaid, ''it shall be 
lawful for the major part of the justices of the 
county or borough, or of each of the counties or 
boroughs, at whose expence such asylum shall have 
been established, present at any general or quarter 
sessions, or any special sessions, for such county or 
borough, or such counties or boroughs respectively, 
to mdce such addition to such rate as to them 
respectively shall seem fit and necessary, and to 
make an order or orders accordingly, which order 
or orders shall be signed by the clerk or clerks of 
the peace for the county or borough, or respective 
counties or boroughs, and forthwith published in some 
newspaper commonly circulated within such county 
or borough, counties or boroughs" (b). 

This committee is annually '' to audit the accounts 
of the treasurer and clerk of every asylum, and 
report the same to the next general or quarter 
sessions for the county or borough, counties or 
boroughs, and to the council of every borough at the 
expence of which such asylum shall have been 
wholly or partly erected or provided" (c). 

Every committee of visitors may '' contract with 
the proprietor of any house for the time being, 
licenced for the reception of lunatics, for the care 
and maintenance of the whole or of a portion of the 
pauper lunatics of the county or counties, borough 
or boroughs, or any of them respectively, for which 
such committee shall be acting, or for the use and 
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occupation of all or any part of the licenced hoase 
and premises of such proprietor, at such sum, either 
in gross or by way of annual or other periodical 
payment or rent, and under and subject to such 
terms, stipulations, and conditions, as such visitors 
shall think fit, and every such sum shall be paid out 
of the same monies or funds, and in the same 
manner as the monies which would be paid for the 
maintenance of such lunatics if they were main- 
tained in an asylum provided by such county or 
counties, borough or boroughs, under the provisions 
of the 8 & 9 Vict. c. 126, or some former act. 

Every such last mentioned contract is to be sub- 
mitted to the commissioners in lunacy, and is to be 
approved by one of her Majesty's principal Secre- 
taries of State by writing under his hand and seal. 

No such contract is to be made for any longer 
period than for the term (A five years, and every 
such contract is to be made so as to determine on 
such house ceasing to be duly licenced for the 
reception of lunatics. 

" No such contract shall, during the term for 
which it shall be made, exempt any county or bo- 
rough from the duty and obligation of erecting or 
providing, or uniting in erecting or providing, an 
asylum, or additional asylum, as required by" the 
8 & 9 Vict. c. 126. 

"Every licenced house with the proprietor of 
which any committee shall so contract as last afore- 
said, shall be subject to the visitation required" by 
the said act, " and to all rules and regulations which 
shall from time to time be made for the management 
thereof by the committee of visitors with whom any 
such contract shall be made, and also subject to 
such visitations, rules, and regulations as the same 
licenced house would have been subject to if no such 
contract had been made" (a). 

The 9 & 10 Vict. c. 84, s. 6, after reciting that

ral or quarter sessions for such county or counties, 
and the justices of a borough or boroughs at a special 
meeting or meetings (subject nevertheless and with- 
out prejudice to any agreement in that behalf with 
any voluntary subscribers), to make an order for the 
admission of so many pauper lunatics of any other 
county or borough as to them shall seem expedient, 
under the conditions and regulations following ; (that 
is to say), that no such lunatic shall be admitted into 
such asylum without an order and one certificate 
according to the form" set forth at page 77, " and 
indorsed by a visitor of the said asylum, or a justice 
of some county or borough to which such asylum 
solely or jointly belongs, nor without an undertaking 
by the minute of the guardians, or signed by two of 
the overseers of the union or parish to which such

''The provision for the maintenance of such 
lunatics to be so admitted shall be fixed by the 
visitors at such rate as shall in their judgment be 
sufficient to cover every expence liable to be incurred 
on account of each such lunatic, or at any higher 
rate ; but that so much of such rate as shall exceed 
the sum usually charged at such asylum for the 
maintenance of any pauper lunatic belonging to the 
county or borough for which such asylum shall be 
erected, or any parish situate therein, shall be 
deemed to be and shall be leviable as any monies" by 
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the 8 & 9 Vict. c. 126, " directed to be raised for 
erecting and providing an asylum for 'any county or 
borough" (a). 
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Sect. 3. — Lands and Buildings. 

Before proceeding to the law relating to these, it 
may be well to draw attention to the 32nd section 
of the 8 & 9 Vict. c. 126, which enacts, "that no 
visitor shall have or take, or be capable of having 
or taking, any interest or concern whatsoever, either 
in his own name or in the name of any other person, 
in any contract or agreement to be made under the 
authority of this act, or in relation to the pre- 
mises, or shall, for any design or plan he may deliver 
or produce, receive any benefit or emolument what- 
ever." The intent of this clause is obvious, although 
if construed literally, it will at once deprive the 
visitors of all power to make any contract or agree- 
ment under the act, as it is impossible to make any 
such contract or agreement without taking some 
interest or concern therein. 

" It shall be lawful for the committee of visitors for 
the time being of any asylum already erected for any 
county or borough, or united counties or boroughs, 
and also for the committee of visitors for the time 
being of any asylum already erected for any county 
or borough, or united counties or boroughs, jointly 
with any voluntary subscribers, to unite, under 
the powers of this act, and in manner hereinafter 
directed, and either by way of purchase or by pay- 
ment of any sum in the nature of rent, or otherwise, 
with any other county or borough, counties or 
boroughs, or any voluntary subscribers, for the 
joint use of any asylum already erected, or for the 
erecting or providing of additional buildings or an 
additional asylum for the pauper lunatics of such 
county or counties, borough or boroughs; and in 
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(a) Sect. 70. 
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every such case if the said existing asjlam shall not 
afterwards be'used by the united county or borough, 
counties or boroughs jointly, the expences of and 
incident to the erecting, providing, and maintaining 
the said additional buildings or additional asylum, 
shall be charged and assessed upon the several coun- 
ties, boroughs, and subscribers so uniting, as'* in the 
act before " provided in the case of counties and 
boroughs none of which have an asylum ; but if the 
said existing asylum shall afterwards be used by the 
united county or borough, counties or boroughs 
jointly, the committees of visitors of the several coun- 
ties, boroughs, or subscribers, as the case may be, 
which shall be so united, shall fix the sum to be paid 
by the county or borough, or each of the counties and 
boroughs not then having any asylum, towards the 
expences then already incurred in erecting or pro- 
viding such asylum as aforesaid, and the same shall 
be paid by every such county or borough to the trea- 
surer of such asylum, and shall be raised by such 
county or borough in the same manner as other 
monies are" by the said act '^ directed to be raised by 
counties and boroughs respectively for the purposes 
of this act, and shall be applied by the committee of 
visitors of the asylum in such manner as such com- 
mittee shall think Bt according to the provisions and 
for carrying into effect the purposes of this act ; and 
in every case of any such union as last aforesaid, an 
agreement shall be entered into according to the 
form" set forth on page 17, "and shall contain the 
same specifications as" in this act " required in the 
case of an agreement for an union by counties and 
boroughs none of which has an asylum" (a). 

" The committee of visitors for any county or 
borough, counties or boroughs, for which an asylum 
or an additional asylum, or additional accommoda- 
tion for pauper lunatics, shall for the time being 
be required, shall, subject as hereinafter mentioned, 
procure, examine, and determine on plans and

to the clerk to such visitors sufficient security for 
the due performance of the contract; and every 
such contract, and all orders relating thereto, shall 
be entered in a book to be kept by the clerk to such 
visitors ; and when such asylum or workhouse and 
appurtenances, or (as the case may be) the additions 
to or alterations thereof, shall be declared to be 
completed, then such book shall be deposited and 
kept among the records of the county or borough, 
or, in the case of two or more counties or boroughs 
having united for the purposes of such contract, 
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(a) These words " furnishing and completing" are to be held 
to include the purchase of clothing sufficient for opening the said 
asylum for the reception of patients. 9 & 10 Vict. c. 84, s. 10.

the proportion of each county or borough to be paid 
by making an order upon the treasurer thereof for 
the payment of the proportion to be paid by such 
county or borough, and every such treasurer shall 
immediately discharge the same out of any money 
of such county or borough then in his hands, or 
which may thereafter come to his hands, not speci- 
fically appropriated to any other purpose, and the 
same may be recovered from him for the benefit of 
such asylum by the treasurer or clerk thereof, toge- 
ther with all costs and expences, by an action in 
any of her Majesty's Courts at Westminster." 

" No order for any repairs, or for the payment of 
any money which shall exceed the sum of four 
hundred pounds, shall be made, unless due notice 
of the meeting at which the same shall be ordered 
shall have been previously given according to the 
rules and regulations made by the visitors for the 
time being, nor unless three visitors shall concur in 
and sign such order" (a). 

This committee is to ^^ submit all proposals and 
agreements for uniting counties and boroughs, and 
other asylums, for the purposes of this act, and all 
proposals for building or providing asylums, or the 
buildings, yards, outlets, or appurtenances thereto, 
or additional accommodation for pauper lunatics, 
and all contracts and all plans which may be 
intended to be adopted for such asylums, accommo- 
dation, and premises, to the commissioners in lunacy, 
who shall make such inquiries in reference thereto, 
and to the lunatics to be provided for, as they shall 
deem proper, and shall report thereon in writing to 
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one of her Majesty's principal secretaries of state ; 
and the estimates of the costs and expences of 
carrying into execution such contracts for any of 
the purposes of this act, in reference to the purchase 
of land, or the building or providing any asylum, or 
additional asylum, or accommodation for pauper 
lunatics, shall be submitted to her Majesty's said 
secretary of state ; and no such proposals, agree- 
ments, contracts, estimates, or plans shall be 
accepted, executed, or carried into effect until the 
same shall be approved of by the said secretary of 
state by writing under his hand and seal" (a). 

Now, however, by the 9th section of the 10 & 11 
Vict. c. 43, " all proposals, agreements, contracts, 
and plans made or to be made in pursuance and exe- 
cution of the said" act, 8 & 9 Vict. c. 126, " or of this 
act, which shall have been or shall be approved of 
by one of her Majesty's principal secretaries of state, 
under his hand, shall be deemed, and are hereby 
declared to be valid, binding, and effectual, although 
the same shall not have been or may not be sub- 
mitted to and approved of by such secretary of state 
until after the signing and execution thereof by any 
committee of justices or visitors." 

" It shall be lawful for every committee of visitors, 
with the consent of the majority of the visitors of each 
county and borough which is united, and with the 
previous consent of one of her Majesty's principal 
secretaries of state under his hand and seal, to de- 
termine and dissolve any union of any counties or 
boroughs, either together, or together and with any 
subscribers, whether such union shall have be«i 
formed under this act, or under the act hereby re- 
pealed, or under any former act, and upon such dis- 
solution, to divide and allot the lands, buildings, here-

and authorities, hereinbefore imposed, or conferred

exercise, all the duties, powers, and authorities of, 
and for erecting and providing asylums, and carrying 
into execution the purposes of this act, which by this 
act are imposed, or conferred upon, or given to the 
justices of such borough, or upon any committee of 
visitors, to be appointed as directed by this act, and 
all matters and things which in this act are required 
to be done at any general or quarter sessions may, 
and shall thenceforth be done at any meeting of the 
council of such borough, and all notices which by 
this act are required to be given to or by the clerk 
of the peace, shall and may thenceforth be given to 
or by the town clerk of such borough." 

It is also provided, by the 83rd section, ^' that it

Every borough in which, on the 8th of August, 
1845, there were not six justices, besides a recorder, 
shall, for the purposes of the pauper lunacy acts, " be 
annexed to and be part of the county in which it is 
wholly situated ; or, in case it be not wholly situated 
in any one county, it shall be annexed to, and be 
part of, such one of the counties in which it is situate, 
as her Majesty's principal secretary of state for the 
home department shall, by writing, under his hand 
and seal direct; and the recorder of every such 
last mentioned borough shall, at the general or 
quarter sessions next after the 20th of December 
in every year, nominate and appoint two of the jus- 
tices of such borough to be members of the com- 
mittee of justices (o) of the county to which such 
borough is hereby or shall be annexed, in addition to

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the members of the committee for such county; and 
the committee of j ustices of every county, to which any 
borough is hereby or shall be annexed as aforesaid, 
shall from time to time fix the sum to be contributed 
by such borough towards the expences of and inci- 
dent to the erecting, providing, and maintaining the 
asylum of such county according to the comparative 
population of such borough and county, as stated in 
the then last returns made of the same under the 
authority of parliament, and give notice thereof, in 
writing, to the treasurer of such borough, and such 
sum shall be raised by a borough rate, to be made 
by the council of the borough, in like manner as is 
directed by 5 & 6 Wm. 4, c. 76, or out of the 
borough fund, if the council shall think fit, and shall 
be paid by the treasurer of the borough to the trea- 
surer of the asylum " (a). 

The 10th section enacts that, " every borough, 
which is situate within a county having an asylum for 
pauper lunatics, and which, under any previous act,'* 
on the 8th of August, 1845, contributed *' to such 
asylum, shall, for the purposes hereinbefore men- 
tioned, be considered as having an asylum for the 
pauper 1 u nat ics of the said borough ; provided, always, 
that it shall be lawful for any such borough (b), at any 
timehereafter,upon givingsix calendar months' notice 
in writing under the hand of the town clerk, in pur- 
suance of a resolution of the council of such borough, 
to the clerk of the peace of the county, to separate 
itself so far as it relates to the establishment of a 
lunatic asylum for such county, and the maintenance 
of lunatics therein, from the county in which such 
borough may be situated, and from and after the 
expiration of such notice such borough shall, for 
the purposes of this act, be deemed a borough

of such fund accordingly" (c).

Sect. 3. — Licenced Hotises. 

It will be convenient to insert here the proyisions 
of the 8 & 9 Vict. c. 100, relating to pauper lunatics 
in licenced houses and hospitals. 

The 48th section enacts, " that no pauper shall be 
received into or detained in any licenced house, or 
any hospital (a), without an order and statement 
according to the form, and stating the particulars" 
following, '^ under the hands of one justice or an 
officiating clergyman, with the relieving officer or 
one of the overseers of the union or parish from 
which such pauper shall be sent (which said justice, 
or which said clergyman and relieving officer or 
overseer, as the case may be, shall have personally 
examined such pauper previously to signing such 
order), nor without a medical certificate according 
to the" said form, '^ and dated not more than 
seven clear days previously to the reception of such 
pauper into such house or hospital." 

" Every such certificate shall be signed by a phy- 
sician, surgeon, or apothecary, (not being the me- 
dical officer of such parish or union) on the day 
whereon he shall examine such pauper, and every 
person who shall receive any pauper into any such 
house or hospital, as aforesaid, without such order 
and medical certificate as last aforesaid, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor."

and seals direct the overseers of the parish to which 
such person is chargeable, to seize so much of any 
money, to seize and sell so much of any goods and 
chattels, or to receive so much of the rent of the 
lands or tenements of such person who is proved to 
such justices to be necessary to pay any charges 
incurred in providing for the removal, maintenance, 
clothing, medicine, and care of such person ; and if 
any trustee or other person having the possession, 
custody or charge of any property of an insane 
person, lunatic, or idiot, or if the governor and com- 
pany of the Bank of England or any other person or 
persons having in his or their hands any stock.

said, or if any constable, everseer, or relieving 
officer shall omit to apprehend and take such 
wandering person deemed to be lunatic as aforesaid, 
such medical officer, overseer, relieving officer, or 
constable, as the case may be, shall for every such 
offence forfeit the sum of ten pounds (a). 

Doubts having been entertained whether under 
the provisions of the 8 & 9 Vict. c. 126, " it is in- 
cumbent on justices of the peace and others therein 
specified, to issue orders for the reception into a 
lunatic asylum, or house licenced, or hospital 
registered for the reception of lunatics of all persons 
who shall be brought before them, or whom they 
shall visit in the manner prescribed by the said act,

An Act for the scfe Custody of Insane Persons charged with 
offences. [28th July, 1800.] 

Whereas persons charged with high treason, murder, 
or felony, may have been or may be of unsound mind at 
the time of committing the offence wherewith they may 
have been or shall be diarged, and by reason of such in- 
sanity may have been or may be found not guilty of such 
offence, and it may be dangerous to permit persons so 
acquitted to go at large : Be it therefore enacted, by the 
king's most excellent Majesty, by and with the advice 
and consent of the lords spiritiial and temporal, and 
commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by 
the authority of the same, that in all cases where it shall 
be ffiven in evidence upon the trial of any person charged 
with treason, murder, or felony, that such person was 
insane at the time of the commission of such offence, and 
such person shall be acquitted, the jury shall be required 
to find specially whether such person was insane at the 
time of the commission of such offence, and to declare 
whether such person was acquitted by tiiem on account 
of such insanity ; and if they shall find that such person 
was insane at the time of the committing such offence, 
the Court before whom such trial shall be had, shall 
order such person to be kept in strict custody, in such 
place and in such manner as to the Court shall seem fit, 
until his Majesty's pleasure shall be known ; and it diall 
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thereupon be lawful for his Majesty to give such order 
for the safe custody of such person, during his pleasure, 
in such place and in such manner as to his Maiesty shall 
seem fit ; and in all cases where any person, before the 
passing of this act, has been acquitted of any such 
offences on the ground of insanity at the time of the 
commission thereof, and has been detained in custody as 
a dangerous person by order of the Court before wnom 
such person nas been tried, and still remains in custody, 
it shall be lawful for his Majesty to give the like order 
for the safe custody of such person, during his pleasure, 
as his Majesty is nereby enabled to give in the cases 
of persons who shall hereafter be acquitted on the ground 
of msanity.

order such person to be kept in safe custody in such 
place, and in such manner, as according to circumstances 
shall be ascertained ; and for such purpose, it shall be 
lawful for the lord chancellor, lord keep^, or lords com- 
missioners for the custody of the great seal of Great 
Britain, to award a commission tmder the said great seal, 
directed to certain commissioners to be therem named, 
to inquire into the sanity of such person, and whether 
the person of his Majesty may be endangered by reason 
of the insanity of such person, and for such purpose, to 
direct the sheriff of the county where such person shall 
be, to summon a jury to try the sanity of such person, 
and whether his Majesty's person may oe endimgered by 
reason of the insanity of'^sucn person, m the same manner 
as juries are summoned to try the sanity of persons on a 
commission in the nature of a writ de lunatico inqmrendo; 
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and if upon the inquisition so taken it shall be found that 
such person is so far insane that the person of his Ma*- 
jesty may be endangered by reason of the insanity of 
such person, it shall be lawful for the lord chanceUor, 
lord keeper, or lords commissioners for the custody of 
the great seal for the time being, to take order for the 
safe custody of such person so long as there shall be 
reason to apprehend that the person of his Majesty may 
be endangered by reason of the insanity of such person ; 
and if it shall afterwards appear that such person shall 
haye recoyered the use of his or her reason, so that there 
shall be no longer any reason to apprehend any danger

Whereas it is expedient that Airther proyision should 
be made for the confinement and maintenance of insane 
prisoners : Be it therefore enacted by the Queen's most 
excellent Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of 
the lords spiritual and temporal, and commons, in this 
present parliament assembled, and by the authority of 
the same, that if any person, while imprisoned in any 
prison or other place of confinement under any sentence 
of death, transportation, or imprisonment, or under a 
charge of any offence, or for not finding bail for good 
behayiour or to keep the peace or to answer a criminal 
charge, or in consequence of any summary conviction or 
order by any justice or justices of the peace, or under 
any other than civil process, shall appear to be insane, it 
shall be lawful for any two justices of the peace of the 
county, city, borough, or place where such person is 
imprisoned to inquire, with the aid of two physicians or 
sur&reons, as to the insanity of such person ; and if it 
shafi be duly certified by such justices and such physi- 
cians or surgeons that such person is insane, it shall be 
lawful for one of her Majesty's principal secretaries of 
state, upon receipt of such certificate, to direct, by 
warrant under his hand, that such person shall be

II. And be it enacted, that in all such cases as afore- justices of 
stud, unless one of her Majesty's principal secretaries of tbe peace to 
state shall otherwise direct, it shall be lawful for such jJ2"sJttte.*° 
two justices, or any other two iustices of the peace of mentofsuch 
the county, city, borough, or place where such person prisoner, 
is imprisoned, to inquire into and ascertain, by the best Srdera^o^n 
evidence or information that can be obtained under the parish for 
circumstances, of the personal legal disability of such ^"*2c 
insane person, the place of the last legal settlement, and ^^* 
the pecuniary circumstances of such person ; and if it 
shall not appear that he or she is possessed of sulQicient 
property which can be applied to his or her maintenance, 
it shall be lawful for such two justices, by order imder 
their hands^ to direct the overseers of the parish where 
they adjudge him or her to be lawfully settled, or in case 
such parish be comprised in a union declared by the poor 
law commissioners, or shall be under the management of 
a board of guardians established by the poor law com- 
missioners, then the guardians of such union, or of such 
parish, (as the case may be,) to pay on behalf of such 
parish, in the case of any person removed under this act, 
all reasonable charges for inc[uiring into such person's 
insanity, and for conveying him or her to such county 
lunatic asylum or receptacle for insane persons, and to 
pay such weekly sum as they or any two justices shall, by 
writing under their hands, from time to time direct, for 
his or her maintenance in such asylum or receptacle in 
which he or she shall be confined ; and in the case of any 
person removed under any former act relating to insane 
prisoners, to pay such weekly sum as they or any two 
such justices as aforesaid shall, by writing under their 
hands, from time to time direct, for his or her mainte- 
nance in the asylum or receptacle in which he or she is 
confined ; and when the place of settlement cannot be when set- 
ascertained, such order shall be made upon the treasurer tiement not 
of the county, city, borough, or place where such person £ b^^mS*l" 
shaU have been imprisoned ; but if it shall appear, upon on treasurer 
inquiry, to the said or any other two justices of the of county, 
county, city, borough, or place where such person is ^^Jf^^® 
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imprisoned, that any such person is possessed of property, 
such property shall be applied for or towards the ex- 
pences incurred or to be hereafter incurred on his or her 
behalf, and they shall from time to time, by order imder 
their hands, direct the overseers of any parish where any 
money or securities for money, goods, chattels, lands, 
or tenements of such person shall be, to seize so much of 
the said money, or to seize and sell so much of the said 
goods and chattels, or receive so much of the annual 
rent of the lands or tenements of such person, as may 
be necessary to pay the charges if any, of inquiring into 
such person*s insanity, and of removal, and also the 
charges of maintenance, clothing, medicine, and care of 
any such insane person, accountmg for the same at the 
next special petty sessions of the division, city, or borough 
in which suCn order shall have been made, such charges 
having been first proved to the satisfaction of such 
justices, and the amount thereof being set forth in such 
order. 

m. And whereas it is expedient that the same pro- 
vision should be made with regard to persons charged 
with misdemeanors as is made with regard to persons 
charged with treason, murder, or felony by virtue of an 
act passed in the session holden in the thirty-ninth and 
fortieth years of the reign of King George the Third, 
intituled An Act for the safe CtiskHly of Insane Persons 
charged with Offences ; be it therefore enacted, that in 
all cases where it shall be given in evidence upon the 
trial of any person charged with any misdemeanor that 
such person was insane at the time of the commission of 
such offence, and such person shall be acquitted, the jury 
shall be required to find specially whether such person 
was insane at the time of the commission of such offence, 
and to declare whether such person was acquitted by 
them on account of such insanity ,* and if they shall find 
that such person was insane at the time of the committing 
such offence the Court before whom such trial shall be 
had shall order such person to be kept in strict custody, 
in such place and in such manner as to the Court shall 
seem fit, until her Majesty*s pleasure shall be known ; 
and it shall thereupon be lawful for her Majesty to give 
such order for the safe custody of such person, during 
her pleasure, in such place and in such manner as to her 
Majesty shall seem fit; and in all cases where any 
person before the passing of this act has been acquitted 
of any such offence on the ground of insanity at the 
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time of the commission thereof, and has been detained 
in custody as a dangerous person bj order of the Court 
before whom such person has been tried, and still remains 
in custody, it shall be lawful for her Majesty to give the 
like order for the safe custody of such person during her 
pleasure as her Majesty is hereby enabled to give in the 
case of any person who shall hereafter be acquitted on 
the ground of insanity ; and in all such cases any two 
justices of the peace of the county, city, or place where 
such person shall have been acquitted on account of 
insanity, or shall be kept in custody, ^all have the like 
power as is given in the cases before mentioned to inquire 
into and ascertain the last legal settlement of such insane 
person, and also to make the like order or orders for the 
payment of such person's maintenance and of other 
ch^es as above mentioned. 

IV. Provided always, and be it enacted, that if any 
person shall feel aggrieved by any order of any justices 
as aforesaid, such person may appeal to the justices of the 
peace at the next quarter sessions of the peace to be 
nolden in and for the county, city, borough, or place 
where the matter of appeal, shall have arisen, the per- 
son so appealing having given to the justices against 
whose order such appeal shall be made ten days notice of 
his or her intention to make such appeal ; and the said 
justices at such sessions are hereby authorized and 
required to hear and determine the matter of such appeal 
in a summarjr way, and to make such determination as 
they shall think proper, and shall and may also award 
such further satisfaction to the party injured, or such 
costs to either of the parties, as they shall judge reason- 
able and proper ; and everjr such determination shall be 
final and conclusive to all intents and purposes whatso- 
ever, and no certiorari shall be allowed. 

V. Provided also, and be it enacted, that the overseers 
of the parish in which the justices shall adjudge any 
Insane person to be settled, or in case such parish be 
comprised in a union, or be under the management of a 
board of guardians, then either the guardians of such 
union or parish (as the case may be), or the overseers of 
such parish, may appeal against such order to the general 
quarter sessions of the peace to be holden for the county, 
city, borough, or place where such order shall be made, 
in like manner and under like restrictions and regula- 
tions as against any order of removal, giving reasonable 
notice thereof to the clerk of the peace of such county, 
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city, boroush, or place, who shall be respondent in such 
appeal, which appeal the justices of the peace assembled 
at the said general quarter sessions are hereby authorized 
and empowered to hear and determine in the same 
manner as appeals against orders of removal are now 
heard and determined. 

YI. And be it enacted. That so much of an act passed 
in the ninth year of the reign of his Majesty King 
George the Fourth, intituled An Act to amend the Laws 
for the Erection and Regtdation of County Lunatic Asy- 
lums, and more effectuaUy to provide for the Care and 
Maintenance of Pauper and Criminal Lunatics, in Eng- 
land, as relates to the removal c^ any person imprisoned 
under sentence of imprisonment or transportation to any 
county lunatic asylum or other proper receptacle, shall 
be and the same is hereby repealed. 

VU. And whereas by the said last-mentioned act it 
was among other things enacted, that it should be lawful 
for two justices of the peace of the county where any 
person should be kept in custody as an insane person by 
order of any Court, or by his Majesty's order subsequent 
thereunto, to inquire into and ascertain the settlement 
and circumstances of such insane person, and to make 
order for the payment of such weekly sum for his or her 
maintenance as one of his Majesty's principal secretaries 
of state should, by writing under his hand, from time to 
time direct : and whereas it is expedient that so much 
of the said act as relates to such direction to be given 
by such secretary of state should be repealed, and other 
provisions made in the place thereof: Be it therefore 
enacted, that so much of the said act as relates to such 
directions to be given by such secretary of state shall be 
and the same is hereby repealed ; and that it shall be 
lawful for such two justices, by order under their hands, 
to direct the overseers of the parish in which they shall 
adjudge such insane person as last aforesaid to be legally 
settled, or in case such parish shall be comprised in a 
union declared by the poor law commissioners, or shall 
be under the management of a board of guardians 
established by the poor law commissioners, then the 
guardians of such union or parish, as the case may be, 
to pay such weekly sum for the maintenance of such 
person as they or any such two justices shall, by writtag 
under their hands, <£rect. 

Vni. And in order to remove doubts as to the mean^ 
ing of certain words in this act, be it enacted, that the 
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words " treasurer of the county, city, borough, or place," 
shall be deemed to include any officer in any county, 
riding, division, liberty, county of a city, county of a 
tow^, cinque port, or town corporate, who has the cus- 
tody of any funds assessed upon or raised in or belong- 
ing to such county, riding, division, liberty, county of a 
city, county of a town, cmque port, or town corporate, 
in the nature of county rates, and applicable to the pur- 
poses to which county rates are applicable; that the 
words " insane person ' shall be deemed to include any 
lunatic or dangerous idiot ; and that the words " county, 
city, borough, or place," shall be deemed to include any 
county, riding, division, liberty, county of a city, county 
of a town, cinque port, or town corporate ; and the word 
"parish" shall be deemed to include any township, 
hamlet, tithing, vill, extra-parochial place, or any place 
maintaining its own poor. 

IX. And be it enacted, That this act shall extend only Limitation 
to England and Wales. °^ »^*- 

X. And be it enacted. That this act may be altered, Act may be 
amended, or repealed by any act to be passed in the altered this 
present session of parliament. session. 
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Rtdes to be observed with reference to the selection of the 
Site of an Asylum^ additional Asylum, or accommodation 
for Pauper Lunatics* 

1. The site of an asylum should be of a perfectly 
healthy character. A chalky, gravelly, or rocky subsoil 
is most desirable ; but if a clayey subsoil only can be 
obtained, an elevated position is indispensable, and the 
foundations must in that case be sufficiently low, not to 
be affected by the variation of the temperature. 

2. The asylum should be as central as possible to the 
mass of population in the county or district for which it 
is to be erected, and should be convenient with respect 
to its easy access by public conveyances, as well as for 
the supply of all necessary stores.

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3. The site of the buildmg should be moderately ele- 
vated, as respects the immediate vicinity, and (if to be 
obtained) undulating in its surface, and cheerful in its 
position with regard to the surrounding country. 

4. It should not be near to any nuisances, such as 
steam engines, shafts of mines, noisy trades, or offensive 
manufactures ; neither should it be surrounded or over- 
looked, or be liable to be inconvenienced by the neigh- 
bourhood of public roads or foot-paths. 

5. The airmg courts, pleasure ^unds, gardens, and 
fields annexed to an asylum, should be of such an extent 
as to afford the patients ample means of exercise and re- 
creation, as well as of healthful employment out of doors : 
and should, as far as possible, be m the ratio of at least 
one acre to ten patients. 

6. The site should possess the means of affording a 
constant supply of a sulQicient quantity of good water, 
and facilities for obtaining a complete system of drainage. 



In order to prevent the delay which might otherwise ixrUe 
from returning Plans for fvriker I'articulars or for 
Alteration^ Architects are requested to attend to the 
following suggestions. 

1. The general form of an asylum should be such as 
to afford an uninterrupted view of the country, and the 
free access of the air and sun ; and the several galleries 
and wards should, as far as possible, be so arranged, 
that the medical officer and others may pass through all 
of them without retracing their steps. Plans upon what 
is called the radiating, or windmill principle of design, 
are unsuitable, on account of the difficulties which they 
present in obtaining the advantages above alluded to. 

2. The site of the building should be selected with 
the fall in such a direction, as to give to the day rooms, 
corridors, and airing courts, a southern or south eastern 
aspect. 

3. The fitness of the subsoil to support the intended 
building without artificial foundations, should be taken 
into account. 

4. Those portions of an asylum, which are intended to 
be occupied by patients, should in no case have more 
than two stories, that is to say, those on the ground and 
first floors. 

5. The acconmiodation for each class should comprise.

beside the exercise gallery, or spaces, a room with an 
open fire-place, easily accessible from the kitchen, in 
dunensions equal to about ten superficial feet to each 
patient intended to be received therein. 

6. Rooms should be provided for the attendants of 
each class, and placed so as to be in immediate proximity 
with the dormitories and closets containing the stores 
and other articles provided for the patients under their 
supervision. 

7. The separate sleeping rooms should be of the di- 
mensions of nine feet by six feet six inches, and from 
eleven to twelve feet six inches high ; and the dormi- 
tories should contain forty-eight feet superficial, and 
about five hundred and seventy-six cubical feet to each 
patient; and the several galleries, day rooms, dormi- 
tories, and cells should be distinguished by numbers; 
and the portions of the asylum appropriated to the 
several classes of patients should also be indicated by 
letters. 

8. The staircases should be without winders, or long 
straight flights, and the well should be built up. 

9. In arranging the plan of the buildings^ it should be 
shown that there are sufficient means of effecting a 
complete separation of the sexes. 

10. The portion of the building assigned to each sex 
must have permanent divisions for separating the pa- 
tients into at least three distinct classes. 

11. One-third of the sleeping accommodation should 
be provided for in separate sleeping rooms or cells, and 
the remainder in dormitories, each containing not less 
than three, nor more than twelve beds. 

12. In all cases the aged, dirty, infirm, and epileptic 
patients should be accommodated on the ground floor ; 
and violent and noisy patients should be as far removed 
as possible from the other patients, and in rooms appro- 
priated to their exclusive use. 

13. The staircases throughout the building should be 
of stone. In all cases the store rooms for inflammable 
stores should be thoroughly fireproof. If timber floors 
are used, there must be a disconnection of the floor 
and joists, at all the internal doorways, by means of a 
stone sill ; similar separations, at not greater distances 
apart than fifty feet, should be made in the floor and 
joists of the gsuileries or corridors ; and provision should 
be made for a complete fire-proof separation of the tim- 
bers of the roof, at distances of not more than fifty feet, 
according to the arrangements of the plan. 
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, 14. Suitable accommodation should be provided for 

the performance of Divine Service, and the attendance 
thereat of at least half the patients of each sex. 

15. Lightning conductors should be placed on the most 
elevated parts of the building ; and they may be con- 
nected with the stacks of iron rain^water pipes, which, 
in that case; should be fixed so as to answer the double 
purpose of rain-water pipes and lightning conductors. 
Sufficient provision should be made for warming and 
ventilating the building, and for the supply of hot water. 

16. In all cases where descending or horizontal smoke 
flues are used, they should be entirely constructed of 
brickwork, rendered or pargetted, inside and out ; and 
flues from any of the heating or other furnaces, which 
are carried up through any of the main walls, should be 
constructed with a hoUow space round them, to prevent 
the inconvenient transmission of heat into the building 
during the warmer periods of the year, and to allow of a 
moderation of the temperature of the building at other 
periods when, owing to a change in the atmosphere, it 
may become inconveniently hot. 

17. Whenever ventilatmg flues are constructed of 
inflammable materials, such as quartering, lathed and 
plastered, a distance of at least thirty feet from their 
point of connection with any shafl mmace, rarifjring 
chamber, or smoke flue, must be constructed entirely of 
brick, stone, or other fire-proof material. 

18. The rarifying chamber for ventilation, together 
with the adjoining roof, must be entirely fire-proof, and 
a communication should be made with it, by means of a 
slate (or iron) door and frame. 

19. The supply of water should be equal in quantity 
to forty gallons per diem for each patient; and it is 
desirable, if possible, that it should be obtained at such 
a level as to flow to the highest parts of the building 
without forcing. 

Note, — Infirmaries* a sargery, clerk's office, and visitor's room ; 
also accommodation for superintendent, matron, and domestic 
servants, together with proper offices and other conveniences 
adapted to each particular establishment, should of coarse 
be provided and set forth in the plans laid before the com- 
missioners. 
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Drawings and Particulars to be furnished to the Commis- 
sioners in Lunacy, in order to afford all necessary infor- 
motion as to proposed Asylums for Lunatics. 

1. One or more sheets of the Ordnance map, contain- 
ing the county, borough, or district, in respect to which 
the asylum is to be erected ; or some other large map in 
which the situation of the proposed asylum, and all the 
public roads and foot-paths in the vicinity thereof, are 
clearly and fully defined.

5. Transverse and longitudinal sections, or 
sufficient portions thereof, to show the construc- 
tion of every portion of the building. 

6- Plan and section of one separate sleeping" 
room, dormitory, and eating or day room respec- 
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tively, or of part of the same, showing the method \^^ 
of warming and ventilatbg each ; also of the f ^ § 
baths, washmg rooms, and water closets, and the ^-^ 
construction of the apparatus for each. J &o 

7. An abstract of the draft, contract, and specification, 
giving a concise statement of the whole of the intended 
work ; and also a detailed estimate of the building, and 
the prices at which the difierent materials and workman- 
ship have been calculated in making the estimate. 

8. The thicknesses of the walls, and the scantlings of 
the timbers of the floors and roofs to be figured. 

9. The general system of heating and ventilation pro- 
posed to be adopted throughout the asylum, to be fully 
described in the drawings and specifications. 

10. Each plan to show the several classes, and numbers 
of patients to be accommodated in the wards, day rooms, 
dormitories, cells, galleries, and airing courts respec- 
tively, to which such plan relates.

Snt, — ^I am directed by the Commissioners in Lunacy 
to state that they have had under their consideration 
the subject of the plans and proposals for the erection 
of asylums, required to be submitted to them, pursuant 
to the 28th section of the act 8 & 9 Vict. c. 126, and the 
expediency of adopting some arrangement by which the 
labour and exjpence ofpreparing the ordinary plans and 
working diawings, to which the commissioners might 
feel bound to object, may, so far as practicable, be saved, 
and the proceedings of the local authorities be thus 
facilitated and expedited. 

With this view the commissioners have resolved to 
dispense, at first, with detailed plans and specifications, 
and to require such preliminary particulars only as may 
be sujQicient to enable them to form a general opinion 
uj>on the subject of the proposed site, and the construc- 
tion and arrangements generally of the asylum. 

The commissioners have therefore, with the assistance 
of their consulting architects, determined upon the fol- 
lowing plans and particidars, as sufficient for their 
information in the first instance, viz. : — 

1. A block plan of the buildings, and airing grounds, 
shewing the dimensions and general levels of each. 

2. Sections of such portions of the building as may be 
necessary to shew the relative heights and levels of the 
several stories. 

3. A detailed plan of each floor, shewing the several 
numbers, classes, and description of patients to be ac- 
commodated ; and also of the airing grounds, and their 
proposed appropriation, respectively. 

These snould be accompanied by a description of the 
proposed method of wanning and ventilation; and it 
would be convenient if the commissioners were fur- 
nished with the Ordnance, or some other large map, 
shewing the site and vicinity. 

The several plans submitted should be drawn upon 
the scales suggested in the papers already circulated by 
the commbsioners. 

It is recommended also that the preliminary plans be 
drawn in ink, on tracing paper, by which arrangement 
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the architects' plans may remain in pencil until the 
sanction of the commissioners to the same is given, and 
any alterations can be made therein widiout delay or 
expence.

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PROPOSED GENEBAIi RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 
LUNATIC asylums; 

{Pursuant to the 40th Section of the ActS S('9 Vict, 
c. 126.) 

Note.— Some of these Rules will be found not applicable to some 
asylums, and others may require adaptation; as in those 
institutions where there is no visiting physician, or where 
private patients are admitted as well as paupers, &c. 

COMMITTEE OP VISITORS. 

1. That the committee of visitors, for the time being, 
shall meet for the first time on the third [or last] (a) 

day in January ; and shall then (after appointing 
a chairman and a clerk to the visitors,) appoint 
members of the committee of visitors to be a house com- 
mittee, for the purposes after mentioned, of whom three 
shall be a quorum. 

2. [That they shall appoint two (ft) of the committee 
of visitors to be auditors for the year, who shall examine 
the accounts quarterly.] 

3. That the committee of visitors shall also meet at 
the asylum on the first, [second, third, or last] (a) 

day in April, July, and October, and shall at every 
such meeting take into consideration, and determine on 
all contracts, rates of payment, and matters of expendi- 
ture relative to the institution. 

4. That three or more of the committee of visitors 
shall, once at least in every three months, inspect the

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asylum and see everj lunatic therein, and perform the 
duties imposed on the committee of visitors by the act 
8 &9 Yict. c. 126 ; and shall, at each visit, insert in a book 
to be kept for that purpose, their opinion as to the then 
condition of the asylum and of the patients therein, and 
also such other statements and suggestions as they may 
deem expedient. 

5. That minutes of the proceedings of all boards shall 
be kept and entered by the clerk of the visitors, and that 
at every quarterly board, the proceedings of the last 
quarterly board and of any intervening boards shall be 
read. 

6. That refftdations and orders for the management of 
the asylum, snail be taken into consideration and deter- 
mined on at the first meeting of the committee of 
visitors ; and that other regulations, being consistent 
with the rules herein laid down, and with the reguUdions 
and orders for the time being in existence, may be made 
by any three of the committee of visitors, at any general 
or special board. 

7. That no general rule be altered, nor any new regu- 
lation (except such as last mentioned) be made, unless at 
some quarterly board, or at some special board to be as- 
sembled for the purpose, of which ten days* notice (stating 
the particular object of such board) shall be given ; and 
that no alteration in the general rules shall take effect 
until it has received the approbation of one of her 
Majesty's principal secretaries of state. 

8. That at the first meeting in January in each year, 
the committee of visitors shall make such appointments 
and perform such duties as may be necessary for carrying 
into effect the 40th and 42nd sections of the act 8 & 9 
Vict. c. 126 ; and that whenever a vacancy shall there- 
after occur in any of the ofiices of treasurer, chaplain, 
resident medical oflicer, visiting physician, superinten- 
dent, matron, or clerk and steward, the clerk of the 
visitors shall forthwith convene a meeting (conformably 
to s. 15 of the 8 & 9 Vict. c. 126,) for the purpose of 
making an appointment and filling up the vacancy. 

HOUSE COMMITTEE. 

1. That at least of the house committee shall 

visit the asylum weekly, and that at least three of them 
shall visit the asylum once in every month ; and that their 
respective duties shall be as follows : viz.— 
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2. To inspect the food, and see that all contracts are 
performed ; also to see all the patients, and all the wards 
and premises appropriated to their use; and also to 
inquire and examine as to the convalescence and im- 
provement of particular patients, and as to the treatment, 
health, and general condition of all. 

3. To examine and sign the medi(;al and other 
journals ; and also whenever there be three (a) of the 
committee present, to examine all orders, certificates, 
notices, and returns relative to patients from time to 
time admitted into or discharged from the asylum, or 
who shall have died therein. 

4. To advance sums not exceeding £ , to the 
steward for current expences. 

5. To examine the accounts and report thereon to the 
auditors. [If there be no-auditors, substitute " To audit 
the accounts, and report thereon to the committee of 
visitors."] 

6. To make entries in a book to be kept for that 
purpose, of the result of their visitations. 

7. To appoint and discharge attendants and servants ; 
but in all cases of hiring and discharge to take into con- 
sideration every report and recommendation of the resi- 
dent medical officer relative thereto (a). 

VISITING PHYSICIAN. 

1. That he shall attend at the asylum on days 
at least [or on every day] in each week ; and shall also 
visit the patients or any of them at other times if 
necessary. 

2. That he shall have access to everv patient; but 
whilst goin^ through the female wards ne shall be at- 
tended by the matron or a female attendant. 

3. That he shall consult and advise with the resident 
medical officer, relative to the treatment, diet, and gene- 
ral management of the patients, and make proper entries 
thereof in a journal, to oe kept for that purpose. 

4. That he shall attend the quarterly meetings of the 
committee of visitors. 

(a) By the act of Parliament, the power of hiring and dis- 
charging servants is vested in the committee of visitors ; and it 
is necessary that three members should assemble, in order to 
constitute a committee to perform the duties of hiring servantt, 
and examining orders and certijicate$, Sfc, 
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RESIDENT MEDICAL OFFICEK. 

1. That he see every patient at least once in each 
day, and shall give up the whole of his time to the duties 
of his office, and shall not attend to or engage in any 
professional or other business or employment, except 
that of the asylum. 

2. That he shall be superintendent of the asylum, and 
shall have authority to recommend the hiring and dis- 
charge of all attendants and servants, and shall also 
generally have the control over the male attendants and 
servants, and authority to suspend them, whenever he 
shall deem expedient. 

3. That he shall have a similar control, in common 
with the matron, over the female attendants and ser- 
vants, and shall also have power to suspend them when- 
ever he shall deem expedient. 

4. That he shall make a yearlv report of the number 
of admissions, removals, and discnarges during the ^ear; 
and shall also, in conjunction with the visiting physician, 
make a like report as to the general condition of the 

Satients, and such other matters as may appear expe- 
ient for the purpose of showing the state and manage- 
ment of the asylum. 

5. That he shall be responsible for the condition of 
the patients, and shall confer from time to time with the 
visitm^ physician, as to individual cases, the patients 
generuly, their diet, and any other matters affecting the 
condition of the asvlum. 

6. That he shaU be responsible for the management 
and condition of the establishment, and shall have the 
direction of the medical, surgical, and moral treatment 
of the patients, and of all general arrangements within 
the asylum. 

7. That he shall examine every patient on admission, 
and make proper entries relative thereto ; and he shall 
see every patient at least once a day, and take care that 
such medicines as he may deem proper be duly ad- 
ministered. 

8. That he shall classify the patients of both sexes ; 
and shall regulate and determine at all times on the diet 
for sick and infirm patients ; and also that he shall have 
the power, from time to time, of examining and report- 
ing on the quality of all provisions furnished for the use 
of the patients. 
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9. That he shall never absent himself for one night or 
more without the previous written consent of one of the 
committee of visitors ; and then only on condition of his 
providing a person properly qualified to reside in the 
asylum, and perform his duty during his absence. 

10. That he shall superintend and direct the per- 
formance of the duties of the matron, attendants, and 
servants, as prescribed by the " Regulations and Orders" 
of the committee of visitors. 

11. That he shall at all times, and more especially 
when the asylum is entirely or nearly 1^11, promote the 
exchange of harmless chronic patients for patients whose 
cases may be recent and supposed to be curable, or who 
shall be reported as dangerous. 

12. That he shall report to the conunittee of visitors, 
and also to the house committee, at every visit, the name 
of every patient fit for discharge, and also the case of 
every inquest, death, and escape that shall have occurred 
since the last preceding visit. 

13. That he shall keep a journal, in which he shall 
make the following entries, viz. : — 1st, The name of every 
attendant and servant whom he shall suspend, together 
with the date and cause of such suspension ; and 2nd, 
The name of every patient fit for discharge, or who shall 
have escaped since the last visit of the committee, and 
all such other facts, observations, and suggestions as he 
shall deem important, relative to the condition or ma- 
nagement of the asylum or the patients therein. And 
that such entries shall be read as part of the proceedings, 
at the next meetings of the house conmiittee and com- 
mittee of visitors respectively. 

MATRON. 

1. That she shall be under the control of the com- 
mittee of visitors and of the superintendent ; that she 
shall obey the directions of the medical ofiicers; and 
shall be responsible for the condition of the female wards ; 
and shall have the control over the female attendants and 
servants, in common with the resident medical officer. 

2. That she shall see all the female patients and every 
ward appropriated to their use at least twice a day, and 
shall report all illness and casualties to the resident 
medical officer, as soon as the same shall occur. 

3. That she shall superintend the bedding and clothing 
of the patients, and shall use her best endeavours to 
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induce the female patients to occupy themselves in needle 
and household work, and other fit employment. 

CHAPLAIN. 

1. That his duties shaU be to perform Divine Service, 
and preach one sermon on every Sunday ; also to read 
prayers at least times in the week [or daily, if 

restdenf], and to attend patients whom the medical officer 
shall consider to be in a proper state of mind (a). 

TREASUREK. 

1. That all monies shaU be paid to the treasurer ; and 
that he shall keep the accounts, and make them up to the 
31st day of December annually, and state the balance, if 
any, then in his hands. 

2. That he shaU give security for the sum of £ , 
unless the committee of visitors shall in writing dispense 
therewith. 



CLERK AND STEWARD. 

1. That the clerk shall also act as steward, and shall 
perform all the duties of both those offices. 

2. That he shall take care of all the books and papers 
(except the medical books), and of all the stores ; and 
shall be responsible for the quantity, quality, and safe 
keeping of ail articles received. 

3. That he shall superintend the weighing and measur- 
ing of the provisions, so as to suit the diet tables. 

4. That he shall take stock once a quarter, and keep 
quarterly accounts of all monies received and paid to the 
treasurer ; and also of all goods ordered and pavments 
made for the same, in such form as the committee of 
visitors shall direct. 



(a) lu gome asylams (such as the asylum for the county of 
Salop, and others receiying Welsh patients) a rule should be 
inserted to this effect : viz. — That the chaplain should be able 
to perform Divine Service, and converse, in the Welsh lan- 
guage: — and also a rule — That there shall always be a fair 
proportion of attendants of each sex acquainted with the Welsh 
language, and capable of conversing with the Welsh patients, 
and communicating their wishes and complaints to the medical 
and other authorities. 
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5. That he shall distinguish the building account from 
the maintenance accoimt, and the accounts of the county 
from those of the unions and parishes ; and shall lay an 
abstract of the accounts before the visitors at the 
quarterly meetings, showing the monies receiyed and 
paid, and the unions and parishes in arrear. 

GENERAL MANAGEMENT. 

1. That the male and female patients be kept in 
separate wards ; and that no male attendant, servant, or 
patient be allowed to enter the female wards ; nor any 
female to enter the male wards, except in cases where 
the resident medical officer shall deem it advisable to ap- 
point nurses or female servants to attend for that purpose. 

2. That the convalescent and quiet patients be, in 
general, separated from those who are refractory, noisy, 
or dangerous ; and that the clean be at all times separated 
from the dirty patients. 

3. That there be at least one attendant for every ward ; 
and that there be not less than one attendant for every 
twenty-five [^^ twenty] patients who are tranquil or 
convalescent, and not less than one attendant for every 
fifteen [or twelve] patients who are dirty, violent or 
refractory, or dangerous to themselves or others (a). 

4. That at least one room on the male side, and one 
room on the female side, be appropriated as infirmaries 
for the different sexes. 

[N. B. This rule will be unnecessary where a building 
has been expressly erected for an infirmary.] 

5. That, during the day, the patients of both sexes be 
employed as much as practicable out of doors; the men 
in gardening and husbandry, the women in occupations 
suited to their ability ; and that, as a principle in treat- 
ment, endeavours be continually used to occupy the 
minds of the patients, to induce them to take exercise in 
the open air, and to promote cheerfulness and happiness 
amongst them. 

6. That work-shops and tools be provided, and artizans 
and others be encouraged to follow their particular 
callings, and to learn shoemaking, tailoring, and other 
common and useful trades ; and that needle- work, straw- 
work, and other suitable employments be provided for 
the women. 

(a) See note, ante, p. 140. 
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7. That an ample supply of books and che^ publica- 
tions of a cheerful nature (in addition to Bibles and 
Prayer-books) be provided, and kept up in case of 
destruction ; and that various means of amusement be 
placed at the disposal of the patients of both sexes, and 
that thej be encouraged to have frequent recourse 
thereto. 

8. That the airing Grounds, into which the several 
wards open, be accessime to the patients for at least three 
hours in the morning, and three hours in the aflemoon of 
every day, when the weather is favourable. 

9. That one attendant sleep in or adjoining and so as 
to overlook every dormitory ; and that he either have a 
light burning throughout the night, or the means of 
immediately obtaining a light (a). 

10. That no donmtory for male patients (excepting 
rooms for single patients) contain less than three beds ; 
that a space of at least two feet and six inches be between 
the beds ; and that all the male patients sleep in sii^le 
beds. 

11. That no patient be struck or kept in perpetual 
restraint or seclusion ; and that no patient be restrained 
or secluded at any time, except by medical authority, or 
kept in restraint or seclusion longer than is absolutely 
necessary. 

12. That all the attendants be instructed to treat their 
patients kindly and indulgently, and never to strike or 
speak harshly to them; and that they be responsible for 
the safety, cleanliness, and general condition of the 
patients, and for the ventilation, proper warmth, and 
good order of their respective wards. 

13. That near relations and friends of the patients be 
allowed to visit them once in every fortnight ; but that 
no visitor be admitted to any patient, if the resident 
medical officer shall state in writing, that he considers 
the visit likely to be injurious to such patient, or other- 
wise inexpedient. 

14. In case of the illness of a patient, or if the friends 
come from a distant place, or be otherwise unable to 
come on a week-day, such patient*s friends be admitted 
to visit on Sundays, during the space of two hours, idler 
morning or evening service. 

(a) In large asylums, it seems expedient that there should 
be a night-watch, to act under the directions of the resident 
medical officer. 
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15. That all parish officers be encouraged to visit the 
patients belonging to their parish or union, once in every 
three months, or oftener on a week-day ; and to make 
particular inquiries, from time to time, as to the treat- 
ment experienced by the patients, and their fitness for 
discharge. 

16. That upon every visit made by a male relation or 
friend, or by a parish officer, to a female patient, the 
matron or a female attendant accompany the visitor and 
remain in the room throughout the mterview. 

17. That no stranger be admitted into any part of the 
asylum occupied by patients, except by the written 
authority of one of the committee of visitors or one of the 
commissioners in lunacy, unless accompanied by some 
medical officer belonging to the institution. 

18. That on the death of a patient, notice be imme- 
diately given by the clerk to the parish officers, and also 
to one of the nearest relations of the deceased (if his 
address be known), and the body delivered to them, if 
requested : but that if the body be not removed on the 
fourth day after death, it shall be buried under the 
directions of the superintendent. — Should the resident 
medical officer consider earlier interment to be necessary, 
this rule is to be dispensed with. 

19. That no patient pass beyond the ^unds of the 
asylum, until discharged by due authority ; unless the 
temporary absence of such patient be permitted under the 
power contained in the 71st section of the act 8 & 9 Vict. 
c. 126 ; or unless the resident medical officer shall give 
express directions for that purpose.
